BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEVADA, MISSOURI
THAT:

WHEREAS, Midwest Public Risk of Missouri (MPR) is a not-for-profit corporation
created for the purpose of providing a voluntary self-insured pool for municipalities and
school districts for property and casualty and other insurance coverage areas; and

WHEREAS, the City of Nevada has been a Member of MPR since its inception in 1983;
and

WHEREAS, MPR bylaws outlined in Section 5.8 require any member entity wishing to
withdraw from participation in one or more of its program to provide notification to MPR
within ninety (90) days of the beginning of a new policy year; and

WHEREAS, the City of Nevada recently solicited bids for employee benefits insurance
coverage commencing July 1, 2020, which will result in its withdrawal from MPR,;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council of the City of Nevada,
Missouri, hereby approves the Intent to Withdraw from Midwest Public Risk (MPR) for
the 2020-2021 Benefits plan year.
